The Disarmament Program

INTRODUCTION 

Since the very beginning of recorded history 
dedicated “peace seekers” have sought to estab- 
lish “peace on earth, good will to men” by 
means of world government and centralized 
control of all means of waging war.~ All such 
plans have ended in world chaos; the most 
grandiose and most nearly successful of such 
plans (Pax Romano) brought on the Dark 
Age which jeopardized “life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness” for more than a thou- 
sand years. 

With the coming of “world war,” to the 
modern age, the “dedicated peace seekers” have 
redoubled their efforts to bring about—by their 
own abilities and denying God and His Christ 
at every turn — a world government which will 
ensure world peace by establishing a centralized 
control of all “offensive” weapons. 

In the United States, this effort has been 
directed by a comparatively small group of men 
- who have affiliated themselves in a semi-secret 
organization called The Council on Foreign 
Relations. Working in conjunction with more 
than 100 like-minded organizations and groups, 
this Establishment has gained control of the 
- Executive branch of our Federal Agency, of its 
- Judicial -branch, dominates the Legislative 
branch; and exercises vast control over all State 
and local governments.

Is DISARMAMENT CONSTITUTIONAL ? 


To “provide for the common defense” was 
the chief reason for the forming of a confed- 
eration of the original 13 States. If the Federal 
Agency ‘is not to “provide for the common 
defense,” there is little or no remaining reason 
for maintaining a Federal Agency. Most other 
things the States could provide for themselves 
through inter-State agreements, and at a vast 
saving in both time and money. 





But the “peace seekers” have no desire to 
outlaw or dispense with the U. S. Constitution 
as a symbol of Federal Agency authority. 
Theirs is a “revolution within the form’ of 
Constitutional Government. So they side-step 
the Constitution, and never admit outright that 
it has been suspended or out-moded as a gov- 
ernmental document. Don K. Price explained 
the strategy in these words: 

“Just as it has become harder in recent 
years to draw old sharp distinetions between 
domestic and foreign problems, between peace 


and war, or between public and private affairs, 


so it has become harder within our constitu- 
tional system to distinguish between the func- 
tions of the legislative and executive branches, 


or between questions of policy and those of- 


administration . . . This is not to say. that the 


Constitution of the United States is being flout- - 
ed or ignored. It is the basic instrument of our 
government, and controls the basic distribution - 


of its powers and functions. But as a matter of 


anes po. litics, we have fortunately recog- - 
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incidental apparatus and procedures that the 
Founding Fathers had in mind. Back of our 
written Constitution we have developed an 
unwritten constitution that is much more com- 
plex than the unwritten British constitution, 
and equally responsive to adjustments in the 
balance of powers and prestige among its sev- 
eral branches.” 

Not one American in a thousand knows that 
our U. S. Constitution has been supplanted by 
an “unwritten constitution,’ but so says Don 
Price, and he’s certainly in a position to know. 
HIGH-PRESSURES THE UN 

The CFR-gang became rather disgusted with 
the slowness ‘and Í timidity of the United Nations 
on the matter of disarmament. As Paul H. 
Nitze observed in October, 1960: 

“The fact that the UN General Assembly 
set disarmament, not the control and regulation 
of armaments, as the objective of the Disarma- 
ment Commission seriously hampered our nego- 
tiators at Geneva in their endeavor to get away 
from the sterile debate over ultimate objectives 
and on to a discussion of practical measures 
designed to mitigate and contain the dangers - 
and risk of the present untenable and danger- 
ous weapons confrontation.” 

Since the UN was acting too slowly to suit 
the “peace seekers” in the matter of quick and 
total world disarmament, they determined to 
act on their own — but in the name of the 


Government of the United States — by present- 


ing to the Geneva Conference a ready-made dis- 
armament proposal, and a promise that we

UN, if only the Geneva conferees would agree. 
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
